fax, sitting down. The other 
girls, all clad in swimming 
suits, were lying nearby. None 
were unconscious, Officer John­ 
son said. 
No one could give him a clear 
account of what happened af­ 
ter the truck swerved off the 
north side of the road into a 
foot-deep ditch.

Remain Active If You Want To 


Enjoy Good Health In Old Age 


Bv LOt IS CASSELS 
WASHINGTON W—Intensive 
medical research on the aging 
process has been under way 
nnlv a few years. But it has al­ 
ready yielded one important 
discovery: 
Old people who keep active, 
in spite of their infirmities, en­ 
joy much better health than 
those who give up the struggle 
and “take life easy.” 
Well-meaning relatives often 
assume that an ailing oldster 
should be put to bed and spar­ 
ed exertion and responsibility. 
But medical studies show this 
about the worst possible thing. 
Unduly prolonged bed rest saps 
an old person's strength, leads 
to loss of mobility and even to 
loss of kidney and bowel con­ 
trol. In time he becomes a help­ 
less invalid—simply from stay­ 
ing in bed. 


Inactivity Is as catastrophic 
for the mental health of the 
aged a« It Is for their physi­ 
cal health. 


Dr. Robert H. Felix, director 
of the National Institute of 
Mental Health, says people who 
“retain a place in life, who have 
interests, activities and respon­ 
sibilities,'* tend to show rela­ 
tively few signs of senility as 
they grow old. 
But those “who step aside or 
are pushed aside, who lose their 
place in affairs.” tend to be­ 
come senile quickly. 
Keeping active is a simple 
enough prescription for the old 
person whose disability is heart 
trouble, high blood pressure or 
a touch of arhritis. But what 
about the aged patient who has 
been paralyzed by a stroke, or 
who has broken a hip in a fall?

Leading geriatric hospitals, 
like the Home for Aged and 
Infirm Hebrews in New York, 
have 
demonstrated 
in 
the 
past few years that “active 
therapy" ran greatly reduce 
the helplessness of such pa­ 
tients. 


Even those who are badly 
crippled can be rehabilitated at 
least to the point where they 
can get around in wheelchairs, 
dress, bathe and feed them­ 
selves. Each action which they 
are enabled to perform with­ 
out help — however trivial it 
may seem—gives an enormous 
lift to their morale. 


When an old person requires 
a great deal of care, isn’t he 
better off in a nursing home? 


This question i n e v i t a b l y 
arises 
in 
family 
discussions 
when an elderly relative be­ 
comes feeble. 


The nursing home is a rela­ 
tively new phenomenon in 
American life. Within the 
past decade, their number 
has 
grown 
from 
virtually 
none to more than 25.000. 
They have a total capacity of 
450.000 beds. Most are filled 
and ha\e long waiting lists. 
New ones are springing up 
daily. 


Perhaps the greatest short­ 
coming of the average nursing 
home, according to Surgeon 
General Leroy H. Burney, is 
that it is geared to invalidism 
rather than rehabilitation. 
“The conscientious nursing 
home staff often waits on pa­ 
tients hand and foot, antici­ 
pates every need, and discour­ 
ages every attempt by their pa­ 
tients 
at 
self-cure,” 
Burney 
said. 


With the active encourage­ 
ment of the U S. Public Health 
Service, some of the 
better 
nursing homes lately have be­ 
gun 
to 
offer 
rehabilitation 
services. They are 
learning. 
Burney says, that “many of 
the techniques can be applied 
with inexpensive materials by 
properly trained nursing aides 
and orderlies.” 


Despite this and other efforts 
to lift standards, the Public 
Health Service reports nursing 
homes offering good care at 
moderate cost are still “few 
and far between.”

Unjust Sentence

We in 
Marin County, so near San 
Quentin, are often aware of 
the death punishments being

unjust sentence: 
A “Clifford Jefferson” is to 
be executed on June 20, next 
Friday, on a technicality. The 
District Judge who handed 
down his sentence, says in it, 
that no man has ever been 
executed on this technicality, 
all having received executive 
clemency. 
Mr. Jefferson and another 
prisoner, together attacked a 
third prisoner while in con­ 
finement. Section 4500 makes 
any prisoner who attacks an­ 
other liable to the death sen­ 
tence if he is already a “lifer.” 
Since Mr. Jefferson's sentence 
had not been determined pre­ 
vious to the attack, Section 
4500 makes him technically 
liable to the same treatment 
as a maximum 1 lifer.” The 
fellow attacker is not to be 
executed, since his lesser sen­ 
tence had been set. The at­ 
tacked prisoner is recovering. 
There is no murder involved. 
Judge Lewis E. Goodman’s 
judgment e x p l a i n e d that 
clemency 
has 
always 
been 
granted in such a case w’here 
the 
prisoner 
has 
had 
no 
chance at the rehabilitation 
offered by a prison term. But 
due to Section 4500. he had 
no choice but the death pen­ 
alty. 
Apparently Mr. Jefferson 
has no group to plead for him.

and for the most part elect 
candidates 
at

elections. Definitely, this day 
is over and gone. With no ex­ 
ceptions for state-wide offi­ 
ces. run-offs will be held in 
November. 


IT 
WILL 
BE interesting 
now to observe who is in fa­ 
vor of cross-filing and who is 
not. More Democratic candi­ 
dates for senator and assem­ 
blyman made it in the pri­ 
mary' than Republicans. 


The 
cross-filing 
measure, 
w hen proposed to the legisla­ 
ture, came from the Demo­ 
crats, who were an “out” par­ 
ty at the time. 
While they 
were not able to ban cross­ 
filing, as they hoped to do, 
they at least were able to ob­ 
tain a concession from a Re­ 
publican - dominated 
legisla­ 
ture for a party designation 
of candidates on the respec­ 
tive ballots. 
At that time, some of Cali­ 
fornia's leading loboyists and 
political observers, made the 
statement that the end of Re­ 
publican domination in Cali­ 
fornia was in sight. 


THESE OBSERVERS gave 
the state about four years to 
catch onto the fact that there 


were Republicans and Demo­ 
crats alike on the ballot be­ 
fore the predominant party in 
registrations started to take 
control. 


The four years are up, and 
from the indications at the 
primary this year, his predic­ 
tion was, to put it in slang, 
“right on the nose.” 


AND IF THE Democrats do 
sweep into state offices next 
November, the continuation

You will recall with w’hat 
zest, virtue, even smugness 
Senate committees cross-ex­ 
amine executive appointees to 
see if their ownership hold­ 
ings might at some time under 
some 
circumstances

make. And if the mood of the 
Senate committee is that he 
better sell his stock, he better 
sell his stock, he better sell it 
whatever the effect on his 
company or on himself—or he 
will be off to a bad start.

evangelist Billy Graham’s op­ 
tion was picked up to add a 
week to his San Francisco cru­ 
sade in the massive Cow Pal­ 
ace arena—plus a final mass 
rally in Seals Stadium. 
The seven-week run in the 
Cow Palace ends tomorrow. 
After six days rest, Graham 
will finish his San Francisco re­ 
vival effort with an afternoon 
open air meeting Sunday, June 
22, in the ball park of the San 
Francisco Giants. 
TOTAL ATTENDANCE 
The dynamic North Carolina 
preacher’s total crusade attend 
ance, including the ball park 
meeting, should be nearly 750, 
000. 
“A phenomenal s u c c e s s 
from every point of view,” said 
Dr. W. Earle 'Smith, co-chair­ 
man of the crusade’s executive 
committee. 
In attendance the San Fran­ 
cisco crusade through its first 
four weeks reached 91.5 per 
cent of the 1957 M a d i s o n 
Square Garden revival in New 
York at a comparable point, the 
headquarters here reported. 
AVERAGE 16,000 
The six meetings a week 
have averaged 16.000 in the 
16.500-seat Cow Palace. 
In money contributions 
by 
major donors, however, the for­ 
mally titled San Francisco Bay 
Cities Crusade has failed to 
match the Manhattan revival. 
“The recession quite likely 
is a factor,” said Harry Smith, 
Bank of America vice president 
and treasurer of the executive 
committee representing 1,200 
sponsoring Bay area churches 
and pastors. 
N. Y. EXPERIENCE 
‘‘But more likely we were 
mistaken in our expectations in 
the preliminary budget,” ob­ 
served Smith. “After all, the 
only experience we had to go 
by was the New York crusade 
last year.” 
The advance budget estimat­ 
ed major contributions from in­ 
dividuals, 
corporations 
a n d 
foundations w o u l d produce 
$227,000 of a t o t a l goal of 
$431,000. 
The 
contribution 
response 
thus far has been disappoint­ 
ing, said Smith. 
But he de­ 
clared the offerings by the Cow 
Palace audiences had exceed­ 
ed advance estimates and a 
surprising 
supply 
of volun­ 
teered manpower had cut staff 
and administration costs con­ 
siderably below the budget pre­ 
dictions. 
VOLUNTEER WORK 
We haven’t measured in dol­ 
lars the value of volunteer of­ 
fice work. If we could, maybe 
we would come close to balanc­ 
ing out our original budget,” 
Smith observed. 
The audience offerings have 
averaged $6,000 a meeting. 
The Sunday offerings go to 
the Billy Graham Evangelistic 
Assn., which p a y s Graham’s 
salary and finances his nation­ 
al television and radio broad­ 
casts. 
Dr. Earle Smith, of Menlo 
Park, Calif., executive secre­ 
tary of the San Francisco Bay 
Cities Baptist Union, says he 
expects Graham’s crusading ef­ 
fort here will add many new 
permanent members to thè con­ 
gregations of the region’s 'Prot­ 
estant churches. 
T h e crusade committee 
has planned 
an intensive 
four-day follow-through ef­ 
fort immediately after Gra­ 
ham's final meeting. A four- 
day visitation evangelism ef­ 
fort starting June 23 will 
send volunteers from 1,000 
area churches into the homes 
of their unchurched neigh­ 
bors to invite their faith.

Two shots away was muscu­ 
lar Frankie Stranahan, heir to 
sparkplug millions who all his 
life has tried to live down that 
“rich boy” tag and earn his 
own fame and fortune. 
Right in between them stood 
22-year-old Gary Player, the 
red-hot invader w h o s e wife 
once beat him 1-up in a friendly 
match. 


Meanwhile, on the sidelines 
was heart-broken Sam Snead. 
Slammin’ Sam had failed again, 
in his 18th try, to win the only 
major title in golf which has 
eluded him. T h e heart-break 
was greater this time for it 
was the only time in all those 
years, during which he has won 
more tournaments and m o r e 
money than any golfer in his­ 
tory, that Sam failed to qualify 
f o r the final two rounds of 
play. 


EVEN-TEMPERED 
Bolt, keeping his temper un­ 
der control on the heat-seared 
hills and hollows of the Sou­ 
thern Hills golf course, had a 
two-round total of 142, with two

By De Gaulle 


PARIS MP)— Premier Charles 
de Gaulle today sought a sound 
financial foundation for his po­ 
litical and colonial reform plans 
by asking his countrymen to 
dig hoarded money out of their 
mattresses. 
France’s World War II lead­ 
er laid his prestige on the line 
last night in a nationwide ra- 
dio-TV appeal for support for 
a new bond issue. He said back­ 
ing it would mean a financial 
vote of confidence. 
De Gaulle outlined his plans: 
pacification of Algeria, straight­ 
ening out France’s embittered 
relations with her territories 
and 
her 
lost 
colonies 
and 
strengthening France into an 
important voice in the Western 
Alliance. 
De Gaulle turned again to the 
problem of Algeria today. 
He summoned Jacques Sous- 
telle, political front man for 
the insurgent Algerian junta, 
after letting him wait two days 
for an appointment. 
At a 90-minute meeting, de 
Gaulle asked Soustelle to con­ 
tact some of his cabinet minis­ 
ters to elaborate his ideas of a 
settlement in Algeria. 
As Soustelle was leaving de 
Gaulle’s office, Soviet Ambas­ 
sador Sergei Vinogradov walk­ 
ed in. He was believed deliver­ 
ing a note from Moscow similar 
to notes on a summit confer­ 
ence sent recently to the Unit­ 
ed States and Britain.

Just 379 Years Ago 


Pint-Sized Sir Francis Drake 
Made History On Marin Shore 
• 


Just 379 years ago this Mon­ 
day, a pint-sized skipper of a 
pint-sized (70-foot-long) ves­ 
sel hove into a harbor on the 
coast of what is now Califor­ 
nia, looking for a place to 
anchor his vessel. 
The skipper — also called 
navigator, explorer and pi­ 
rate—was Sir Francis Drake. 
His landing, which preceded 
any English colonization on 
the East Coast, has now been 
established by scholars as 
Drake’s Beach (see photo), a 
lonely sandpit located inside 
the mouth of Drake’s Estero 
on the coast of Marin. 
In 
1956, after years of 
painstaking 
research, 
th e 
Drake N a v i g a t o r s Guild 
named this shoal as the spot 
where the doughty world- 
circling navigator spent 36 
days repairing his ship, the 
Golden Hind, and refreshing 
his men for further long 
cruises. 


THE FINDING of the his­ 
toric “plate of Brasse” in 1933 
near Greenbrae had led other 
scholars to assume that San 
Quentin was the probable 
Drake landing site. Drake 
Navigators 
Guild 
scholars, 
however, pointed to prevail­ 
ing fogginess on the estero in 


June as further evidence in 
favor of this site. This strip 
of beach lies below private 
property south of the road to 
Pt. Reyes Station. W h i l e 
special permission must be 
obtained to visit this sandspit 
a small park has been estab­ 
lished nearby and a monu­ 
ment erected. 
The 
historic landing 
of 
Drake, which took place on 
Jupe 17, 1579, occured six 
years 
before 
the 
ill-fated 
Roanoke settlement of Sir 
Walter Raleigh; 28 years be­ 
fore the founding of James­ 
town and 41 years before the 
landing of the Mayflower I at 
Plymouth, Mass. 


TOURISTS 
FROM 
other 
parts of California or the 
United States will appreciate 
not only the historic signifi- 
gance of Drake’s Beach, but 
the cliffs and nearby hills so 
like the moors often com­ 
pared to the moors of Eng­ 
land. Miles beyond, Pt. Reyes 
lighthouse is closed to visitors* 
for the next six months while 
undergoing repairs, but the 
coastal view there is worth 
the drive. 
For those who like to mix 
sight-seeing and picnicking, 
Stinson Beach and Tomales 


Bay State Parks offer picnic 
tables and barbecue grills for 
a nominal fee. 


HOW TO GET THERE— 
Starting from Highway 101 
north of Marin City, turn off 
State Highway 1 (Shoreline), 
turning 
left 
at 
Tamalpais 
Valley junction. This route 
takes 11 
meandering 
miles 
mostly along the shore cliffs, 
passing Muir Beach en route 
to Stinson Beach. Follow High­ 
way 1 
north to 
Inverness

Skunk In The Woodpile 


Hey, You Pooches, That Rabies 
Business Is With Us Again!

Hey, 
all 
you pups and 
pooches! 
There’s 
a 
rabid 
skunk in the woodpile—or 
was. 
Just when the state health 
department had decided that 
Marin County was safe for the 
likes of you and me, this little 
ol’ stripey-backed (or maybe 
he was spotted), stinky rascal 
came out of a woodpile up No­ 
vato way and square into the 
sights of a rancher’s gun. 
POWIE!! 
Dead skunk. 
Just routine. They take the 
corpse to the Marin County 
Health Department, see, and 
they examine the head. So 
what happens? This skunk 
turns out to be rabid. No 
telling how many dogs he 
hight have bitten, ’cept the 
rancher got him first. 


WHAT’S WORSE, no \ell- 
ing whether he bit another 
skunk, or a ’coon or fox be­ 
fore he got his. Or maybe 
what ever bit him is still on 
the loose. 
Anyway, the big shots in * 
Berkeley (head of the state 
health deal) 
s h o o k their 
heads. A whole year of no 
cases of rabies was wiped off 
the books. 
“Quarantine!” they said. 
So the local health people 
had to follow suit. 


“VACCINATE,” they order­ 
ed. 


They did more than that. 
They fixed it up so we can 
get our vaccinations (if we 
don’t already have ’em) right 
near home. Just a short walk 
(in case cars don’t agree with 
you). Evenings, too, so you 
can take your master or mis­ 
tress with you. 
It’ll cost your bosses $1.50 
apiece, but that’s rock bot­ 
tom. All the vets in the coun­ 
ty are donating their time to 
keep the cost down. The cities 
are furnishing the places, the 
clerks and clinic help. How’s 
that for a doggy deal? 
. The Clinics are timed so 
you can get your shots before 
dog tag time, July 1. (dead­ 
line,-August 29). First one is 
Monday in Mill Valley. 


HERE ARE THE RULES: 
1. For dogs only. (No cats 
or other pets, thank good­ 
ness!) 
2. Dogs must have adult 
(16 years or older) on strong 
leash. Muzzles may be worn. 
3. Behave youfself. If you 
get rough, they throw you out 
and you have to do it on your 
own time—and it’ll cost more. 
4. Be 
healthy. 
If you’re 
feeling bad, wait. There are 
plenty of clinics, and you can 
pick one in another town. 
5. Leave the kids at home. 
They aren’t going to let any 
children under 16 in the 
clinic area. 


A F T E R VACCINATION, 


you have to stay penned up 
for 30 days (I’ve been through 
this, myself). Stop howling! If 
you don’t get your shots, you 
have to stay penned up . . . 
PERIOD. Easier to do it and 
get it over with. 


Look, y o u 
pooches, we 
wouldn’t have to go through 
all this if you guys and gals 
didn't go around biting peo­ 
ple. Don’t blame it on the 
stinky skunks . . . or the cats. 
In the first five months of 
this year, there were 283 
cases of animal bites reported 
(animals biting people, that 
is)—243 by dogs, only 22 by 
cats. Only two were by skunks 
—one of ’em rabid. 


You think rabies vaccina­ 
tions are tough on dogs? Well, 
listen to what happens to peo­ 
ple. Dog bites boy, f’r in­ 
stance. Dog gets penned up 
for 14 days while they watch 
to see if he is rabid. Mean­ 
time, family worries sick. Will 
the boy get rabies? If the 
father or somebody got mad 
at the dog and shot him, and 
they luckily kept the corpse, 
the head can be examined. If 
the dog’s okay, the kid is out 
of danger. 
But 
s’posing 
there’s 
no 
corpse. Or the-dog got away. 
They have to give the kid a 
rabies shot, and like as not 
it will make him (pardon the 
expression) sicker than a dog. 
It’s real dangerous for peo-

pie, particularly little ones. 
We dogs can just wag off our 
shots. 
Besides, we’re more likely 
to be bitten by skunks be­ 
cause we go out hunting ’em. 
And people are more likely 
to be bitten by us for a num­ 
ber of reasons—including the 


fact that they act like people. 
So if you love your people- 
family, you won’t mind this 
too much. You wouldn’t want 
your favorite little playmate 
to have to go through a real 
rough rabies treatment some­ 
time, would you, if you just 
happened to nip in fun or 
self-defense. 
Have fun at the clinic. It’s 
going to be a real doggy get- 
together.

ty rather than from Vallejo to 
Santa Rosa and on. Also the 
time seemed ripe for the Ma­ 
rin Board of Supervisors to 
vote a similar subsidy. 


PRELIMINARY SURVEYS 
were made through Marin and 
Sonoma counties. On July 4, 
1868, officials broke ground 
near Petaluma for the San 
Francisco and Humboldt Bay 
Railroad. During the rem ain­ 
der of the year several miles 
of grading were completed 
northward between that town 
and Santa Rosa. The Sausalito 
Land 
and 
Ferry 
Co. 
an­ 
nounced the donation of a 
large fund to the railroad 
company for a terminal at 
Sausalito. Eastern capitalists, 
reportedly, were eager and 
ready to invest in this enter­ 
prise. Everyone thought the 
road would become a reality. 
it soon became apparent, 
however, that a railroad could 
not be built with just glib talk 
and rosy promises. All opera­ 
tions were dropped within a 
few months. Last rites for the 
San Francisco and Humboldt 
Bay Railroad were expressed 
in the following words by the 
M a r i n Journal for June 5 
1869— 
“The question may be 
asked—\\ hy was the work 
commenced if it was never 
to be built? The answer is 
— certain San Francisco 
moneyed men got bold of a 
piece of land at Sausalito 
and decided to turn it to 
good account, so they con­ 
ceived the idea of making 
it a commercial emporium, 
and to carry out their de­ 
sign they projected the im­ 
practicable and almost im­ 
possible railroad r o u t e ; 
chartered a ferry boat to 
ply between that place and 
San Francisco; got up ex­ 
cursions and sold out lots. 
This done, there was no fur­ 
ther need of the roadroad. 
Hence the work was sus­ 
pended.'’

II. THE SAUSALITO LAND 
AND FERRY COMPANY 


Completion of the trans­ 
continental railroad in 1869 
brought a railway building 
boom to California. Nearly 
every locality thrilled over 
some projected road while 
dreaming of future grandeur. 
However, a large proportion 
of their plans never got be­ 
yond the blue print or promo­ 
tional 
stage; 
many 
failed 
through lack of funds; while 
others, due to bad judgment 
of their builders, opened up 
territory 
that 
never could 
support a railroad. 


This “boomble” bee stung 
the people of Marin County in 
1868. Early that year a group 
of self-styled San Francisco 
capitalists organized the Sau­ 
salito Land and Ferry Co., a

typical enterprise of bally­ 
hoo, which provided some in­ 
teresting side-lights. All talk 
of the promoters dealt in mil­ 
lions, when a dollar was worth 
a lot more than now. But lit­ 
tle was back of them, aside 
from their loquacious talents 
and distinguished titles, such 
as “Captain,” “Major,” “Colo­ 
nel and so on, to lend an air 
of integrity to their schemes. 
Twenty-five hundred shares 
of stock were offered for sale 
at $500 each. Payments could 
be $30 down and $15 per 
month. 


THE C O M P A N Y PUR­ 
CHASED, at a purported fab­ 
ulous figure, some 1200 acres 
from S. R. Throckmorton’s 
Rancho Sausalito, along the 
west shore of Richardson’s 
Bay, which is a northwest arm 
of San Francisco Bay. A grand 
city was blue printed. Home 
sites in an ideal place wrere 
advertised to people of San 
Francisco and a ferry service 
inaugurated. Through adver­ 
tising and much blatant talk 
by members of the Land and

hamlet of Sausalito soon be­ 
came 
a 
prospective 
boom 
town. 
The 
Sausalito 
Land 
and 
Ferry 
Co. 
chartered 
the 
steamer Princess, as a ferry 
boat, and first placed her on 
the run Sunday, May 10, 1868. 
She made four trips daily, 
leaving 
Meigg’s 
Wharf 
at 
North Beach on the hours of 
8:00 a. m., 10:00 a. m., 2:00 
p. m., and 4:00 p. m., and re­ 
turning from Sausalito’s new 
wharf, foot of Princess Street, 
at 9:00 a. m., 11:00 a. m., 3.00 
p. m., and 5:00 p. m. Fares 
were 25 cents each way. Pic­

could make liberal arrange­ 
ments with

company’s 
agent, C. H. Harrison, 517 
Front street, San Francisco. 
THE COMPANY DID not, 
however, establish the first 
'steam ferry to Sausalito. As 
far back as 1855, the old Sau­ 
salito W ater Co. had adver­ 
tised one round trip a day by 
its steam er Hercules. They 
probably provided this ser­ 
vice, in conjunction with the 
towing of San Francisco water 
barges, to a c c o m m o d a t e 
sportsmen and hunters and 
there were 
crew 
members 
from 
ships, 
anchored 
off 
shore, who wished to go on 
a “bender” in the City. 
One fantastic project call­ 
ed for construction of a Gold­ 
en Gate bridge. No one seri­ 
ously considered such an un­ 
dertaking but it supposedly 
enhanced the sale of the Com­ 
pany’s real estate holdings. 
However, general plans of the 
bridge, as set forth, are inter­ 
esting today in that they were 
followed many years later in 
the construction of the double 
span between San Francisco 
and Oakland. A description of 
the proposed “Gate” bridge 
appeared March 28, 1868, in 
the Marin Journal of San Ra­ 
fael— 


“In our last Issue we 
mentioned the fact that a 
company had organized in 
San Francisco for the pur­ 
pose of building a bridge 
from Lime Point in this 
county to Fort Point in San 
Francisco. The d i s t a n c e 
across at the point where it 
is proposed to build the 
bridge is one mile. It is cal­ 
culated to build an im­ 
mense Qval cut-water pier 
in the center, which would 
be 200 feet across at the 
widest part and rise 175 
feet above the surface of 
the water. The span on 
either side, reaches to the 
shore abutments, would be 
2,000 feet long and 175 feet 
above the high water line, 
affording space below for 
the largest ships to pass. 
The body of the bridge is to 
be of iron, sustained on the 
suspension principle with 
wire cables. It is proposed 
to construct a double rail­ 
way across and to have a 
lighthouse on the center 
pier. The base of the bridge 
to be 200 feet wide. On 
each of the shore abutments 
the company proposes to 
erect a revolving monitor 
tower for the free use of 
the United States govern­ 
ment at the cost of arming 
them.” 


Truly there is nothing new 
under the sun! 


A more pratical plan was 
the proposal for a railroad to 
be built north from Sausalito 
to Humboldt Bay. Members of 
the Land and Ferry Co, ap­ 
plied for a franchise from the 
S t a t e Legislature and, no 
doubt, intended actual con­ 
struction of at least part of 
the road. Here an opportun­ 
ity presented itself to take 
over the $5,000-a-mile railroad 
subsidy of Sonoma County, 
which had just been voted for 
a railroad to run from Peta­ 
luma north through that coun-

A Wonder To Watch. 


Bay Model At Sausalito Is Operated 
Three Days Per Week, Is Open Six 


The 
San 
Francisco 
Bay 
Model at Sausalito, if not the 
Eighth Wonder of the World, 
is at least on a par. While not 
as big as the Cheops Pyramid 
nor as tall as the Empire State 
Building, it is infinitely more 
intricate. 
For hours-long fascination, 
it takes a hack seat to none. 
The model, located in the 
Army Engineers building at 
the southern end of Marin- 
ship, is open weekdays from 
9 a.m. to 4 p.m. and Sundays 
from noon to 4 p.m. Guided 
tours are c o n d u c t e d for 
groups on weekdays, for the 
public on Sundays. Admission 
is free. 


BEST VISITING days are 
Mondays. Wednesdays and Fri­ 
days, when the Pacific Ocean 
floods through 40 days of tide 
cycles in the course of six 
hours. (Even when not oper­ 
ating, however, the model of­ 
fers a rare view of the deeps 
and shallows of the “proto- 
type,” as the engineers call 
* the bay itself. 
The model sprawls 340 feet 
long and wide under the 
bread-loaf arches of its roof. 
The many arms of the bay, 
reaching as they do like lobes 
of a leaf, allow visitors a close 
look at the bay bottom from 
many coasts. Here and there 
are bridges which cross the 
broader sections. You may ac­ 
tually look down on the Gold­ 
en Gate Bridge. 


COME WITH us on a typical 
Wednesday. The tide is al­ 
ready running its 14.9-minute 
cycles, surging up through 
grilles in the floor of the ex­ 
panse labeled "Pacific Ocean.” 
The hydraulic machinery has, 
in fact, been operating for 
several hours. To set up the 
rocking motion of the tide 
within the bay (it may be surg­ 
ing back from the delta re­ 
gions even as a fresh flood is 
pouring through the four-foot- 
deep Golden Gate), the flow 
is given a double-start. While 
the Pacific Ocean is being 
pumped up from its nearby 
sump, the counter-tide is also 
begun from the San Pablo Bay 
sump. After about six hours 
(24 days) of preliminary ac­ 
tion, the flow settles down to 
a rhythm almost identical to 
that of the lunar day of 24 
hours, 50 minutes. 
A word on time and space 
scales. Since the bay is so 
shallow, the model was con­ 
structed with the depth ex­ 
aggerated 10 times. One foot 
on the horizontal scale equals 
1,000 feet; on the vertical, 
only 100 feet. Otherwise, the 
many shallows could not have 
been done to any appreciable 
depth without making the 
model some 3/5 mile wide. 
Even so, most of Richardson 
Bay is only a fraction of an 
inch deep, while the Golden 
Gate goes down four feet. 


VELOCITIES of the water 
must also be adjusted, so that 


they will match actual daily 
tidal flows. 
In nature, the gravity pull 
of the moon creates two highs 
and two lows during the lunar 
day. On the model, a “sea 
water” mixed of rock salt and 
pure tap water (bay water has 
algae) is pumped continuous­ 
ly from the sump. The rise 
and fall of the ocean level is 
controlled 
by cams 
which 
open an outlet valve, letting 
varying amounts flow back 
into the sump, which is below 
“sea level.” High-high tide is 
created by cutting off the out­ 
flow. 


THE RISING tides swirl 
through the Golden Gate in 
whirlpools calculated to match 
those of the prototype, the 
main flood shifting from one 
side of the channel to the 
other. 
The model is not perfect in 
this respect yet. Since last 
September, in fact, the model 
has been undergoing tests, 
corrections and more tests to 
get the velocities, salinities 
and ebb and flow pattern to 
match those of the bay. 
Back on September 21 and 
22, 1956, engineers checked 
these factors from 24 tide sta­ 
tions and 11 boat stations 
throughout the bay. At the 
tide stations, readings of tidal 
heights were taken every half- 
hour by electronic graphs. At 
the boat stations, hourly sam­ 
ples were taken at five levels

—bottom, top and three in- 
between levels. Velocities of 
currents 
at 
various 
levels 
were measured. The thou­ 
sands of samples were then 
analyzed for silt and salinity 
(to indicate mixing of ocean 
and fresh waters). 
The month of September 
was chosen because very little 
fresh water flows into the bay 
at this time— so little as to 
be practically ignored. When 
the model matches the bay 
during this trial month — 
sometime late this summer — 
then actual testing may begin. 


WHAT YOU SEE on Mon­ 
days, Wednesday and Fridays 
are these preliminary tests. 
Seven engineers take up posts 
at tide stations (those trian­ 
gles of 2 by 4's), affixing 
measuring devices. 
Some of these simply mea­ 
sure height of tide. When 
measuring current velocity, 
they use anonometer-like de­ 
vices consisting of five tiny 
cups arranged wheel-fashion 
around a spindle. The cups 
may be set at any given depth 
corresponding to the Septem­ 
ber 1956 readings. 
After an hour or more of 
readings, timed to a loud­ 
speaker and gong system, the 


engineers analyze their data, 
adjust more of the copper 
strips on the bay bottom, re­ 
cess to let the currents adjust 
to the change and then go at 
it again. On a test day, three 
or four adjustments may be 
made. 


IT IS FASCINATING just to 
stand at one point and watch 
the tides come in and go out, 
always 
lagging the 
“zero” 
marking influx at the Golden 
Gate. Even more fascinating 
is to find one of those tiny 
floating squares of paper and 
follow it through several tidal 
cycles. 


In Richardson Bay, for in­ 


stance, one square was chart­ 
ed from a point off Marin City. 
It followed the tides out to 
a point beyond the tip of 
Strawberry Point, eddied, fol­ 
lowed the tide back in half­ 
way. On the next round, it 
went only as far as the wide 
foot of Strawberry, riding the 
influx back to the further­ 
most inlet behind Mill Val­ 
ley’s Enchanted Knolls. No 
less than eight squares from 
previous 
days’ 
tests 
were 
beached 
inside 
Richardson 
Bay. 


“ T h e r e is considerable 
more change from tidal action 
in the bay than there is actual 
movement of the water itself,” 


according to W. D. Johnston, 
engineer in charge. 


WHILE NOT ready for such 
tests as the Reber Plan, the 
model is near enough accu­ 
rate to allow miscellaneous 
tests. One day last week, a 
trio from Santa Clara County 
was testing water flows in the 
south bay. Two men on lad­ 
ders snapped timed photos 
while a third engineer noted 
p r o g r e s s of tiny 
paper 
squares. 


“Various groups come in to 
do studies. This is public in­ 
formation. Provided it does 
not interfere with testing of 
the model, we let them go

Italians Buy 
Television 
* 
Sets Painlessly 


M I L A N (UPI) — Television 
was a luxury item in Italy not 
ong ago. Only 16 persons out 
of thousand owned a set. 
But recently an inventor per­ 
fected a gadget called “taxi- 
vision” which can make a TV 
set available to almost every­ 
one. 
“Taxivision" beats the 
lowest terms of payment by in­ 
stallment plan. 
To realize the benefit of this 
invention it is necessary to 
know how much it usually costs 
an Italian citizen to install a 
set. 


COSTS OF TV 
The over-all costs are be­ 
tween 100,000 to 200,000 lire 
($160 to $320), according to the 
size and quality of the set. The 
average set which most Ital­ 
ians buy costs about 110,000 
lire ($176), and another 20.000 
lire ($32) is added for a license 
and installation. 
Installment plan terms usual­ 
ly call forn ot less than a 20,000 
lire ($32) initial payment and 
5,000 lire ($8) monthly pay­ 
ments. Interest is about 5 per 
cent of the price. 


PAYS FOR SET 
With “taxivision” a buyer in­ 
itially pays only the installa­ 
tion fee of 5,000 lire. The gad­ 
get is attached to the set, and 
the viewer puts into its slot a 
100 lire (16-cent) coin for 45 
minutes of viewing time. 
By this system, the user can 
adjust his viewing to his bud­ 
get, and at the same time pay 
for this luxury item and even­ 
tually own it. It would belong 
to the user in about four years 
if one coin were put into the 
machine every day. 


COINS COLLECTED 
Progress of payment for the 
TV set with a “taxivision” at­ 
tachment is recorded by a cal­ 
culator at the side which regis­ 
ters every 100 lire coin. Once 
a month the coins are collected, 
and when the final payment is 
registered the “taxivision" is 
removed from the set for use 
elsewhere. 
“Taxivision” can be fitted to 
any TV or radio set. Buyers can 
change their sets for later mod­ 
els even if payments have not 
been completed. 
If 
taxivision ’ users dislike 
a program, or if they have to 
go out, they only have to close 
the set to stop the 100 lire 
worth of TV viewing from be­ 
ing wasted. A special time indi­ 
cator shows the num ber of m in­ 
utes Jteft for viewing before an- 
otherToin must be inserted.

Dragonflies— 
They're As Useful 
As They Are Beautiful To See 


The dragonflies—familiar insects to many people—are an 
interesting combination of beauty, grace and utility. It is fortu­ 
nate that they are well known because they, are difficult to 
describe in any detail; as is the case with most insects they 
vary considerably, particularly as to color. Generally the 
dragonfly is a slender-bodied insect with a large head which 
moves freely on its thin neck. The eyes are very large, but 
the antennae are small and short. The legs are placed close 
to the front of the body and curve forward to enable the 
dragonfly to grasp its prey, but are almost useless for walk 
ing. The wings are long, nearly equal in size and finely veined. 
Dragonflies are most often seen near water as they fly about 
in search of food. 


Dragonfly eggs are laid in water or in the stem of an 
aquatic plant where they hatch into larvae that immediately 
begin an active predatory life under water. As they grow they 
feed on increasingly larger water insects and even, according 
to some reports, small fish on some occasions. The young 
larvae have a strange hinged lower lip armed with sharp teeth 
which can be darted out to capture unsuspecting water ani­ 
mals. The larvae are equipped with “gills” in the abdomen that 
enable them to derive oxygen from the water. When the larvae 
or nymphs are full grown they crawl out of the water and 
hide on the stems of water plants or under rocks until the 
skin splits down the back and the adult dragon fly emerges. 
As soon as the wings are spread and dry the adults assume the 
airborne mode of life that carries them along the streams in 
search of other flying insects that form their food. They eat

'Liddle Cabin In The Woods' 
Can Be Pre-Built At Home 


Will the second house be­ 
come as common as the sec­ 
ond car? A lot of folks think 
so. The idea of escaping from 
town for a week or a week 
end is so appealing that more 
and more vacation cabins are 
going up all over the land­ 
scape. 


The question of where to 
spend your leisure time might 
well be solved by a roomy 
cabin designed by architect 
Alan Liddle. It’s a substan­ 
tial hom e-aw ay-from -hom e 
which can be built on a mod­ 
est budget. 


Called “A Cabin in the 
Woods,” the structure is large 
enough to be comfortable, yet 
fundamental enough for a 
couple of am ateur carpenters 
to build with some profession­ 
al help. Liddle’s cabin gives 
an impression of strength and 
protection 
w i t h o u t 
being 
“boxy.” 


The floor plan is in the 
shape of a cross, with a fire­ 
place in the center. Thus, the 
fireplace becomes a center of 
activity in the evenings. The 
four wings which radiate from 
the center provide accommo- 
dations for the entire family. 
One wing contains the liv­ 
ing area and an open deck. 
Another has the parents’ in­ 
door s l e e p i n g area and a 
screened sleeping porch. An­ 
other holds the kitchen and 
outdoor dining space. 
The final wing has two 
small bedrooms, bath, and 
roomy storage closets. A car 
port could be added to this 
wing.

grid is formed by the floor 
girders and 2 x 4 blocking. 
This widely spaced floor 
framing is possible because 
of a relatively new, thick fir 
plywood panel called 2.4.1. 
These panels are thick enough 
( l 1 s inches) to function as a 
combined subflooring and un- 
derlayment. 
The “ribs” or framing of 
the cabin are 2 x 4 arches 
which are pre-nailed, then 
lilted into place and fixed to 
the ridge member one at a 
time. A roof of exterior-type 
(waterproof) fir plywood* is 
nailed to the framing and 
gives rigidity and strength to 
the entire structure. 
Materials to build the cabin 
will cost about $2,500. This 
does not include labor costs 
or wiring or plumbing fix­ 
tures. 


BFCAl SE OF ITS seasonal 
use, the cabin is designed 
with only a single plywood 


skin over the framing ribs. 
If year-round use is contem­ 
plated, the walls and roof can 
be insulated b e t w e e n the 
frames. 
Component parts can be 
pre-assembled in town and 
hauled to the cabin site for 
erection. 
The architect has 
detailed skylights to provide 
interior illumination in heav­ 
ily wooded locations. 
The cabin has a total of 952 
square feet, excluding the un­ 
covered deck and eating area.

Control The Urge!

Handsome, 
free-flowering 
tree roses are now blooming 
in nurseries in two heights: a 
three foot and a two foot 
size. 
The California Associa­ 
tion of Nurserymen recom­ 
mends the shorter size, usual­ 
ly called “patio standard,” for 
growth in portable containers 
near outdoor living areas. 
Nurseries vary somewhat in 
the named varieties they bud 
in tree habit. Their selection 
is based largely on popularity 
and local adaptability. Among 


the famous rose names shop­ 
pers are likely to find are 
Charlotte Armstrong, Chrys­ 
ler Imperial, Cirvus, Peace, 
Goldilocks and Pinocchio. 
One of the most frequent 
uses of standard tree roses 
(the ones which 
begin to 
branch out at three feet) is 
beside driveways and walks. 
Their straight trunks topped 
by large blooming bouquets 
provide striking accent. They 
may be placed in their for- 


mal rows or arranged in many 
other ways in the landscape. 
Roses should be planted in 
sunny, wind-free places in 
loose, friable soil. 
Nursery­ 
men will cut the rose contain 
ers on request, but the home 
gardener should realize that 
roses which have their con­ 
tainers cut must be planted 
immediately. 
Once the slit 
has been made the plant will 
dry out if not transplanted 
right away. 


Big News For Procrastinators: 
Plant Tree Or Shrub Anytime! 


There is no special planting 
season for trees and shrubs in 
Marin. Because of a wonder­ 
ful mild climate and the help­ 
fulness of plant specialists, 
home gardeners may add to 
garden plans all year long. 
A wide selection of trees 
and shrubs grow in contain­ 
ers at nurseries throughout 
the summer and faH, advises 
the California Association of 
Nurserymen. This fortunate 
situation enables gardeners 
to gauge fully the attractions 
a particular plant item will 
add to the landscape. 
For blooming plants such as 
roses and citrus, seeing the 


color and shape of buds and 
blossoms is far more mean­ 
ingful than thumbing through 
catalogues. 


C O N T A I N E R - GROWN 
plants may be set out imme­ 
diately after they are brought 
home or they may be kept in 
their cans for weeks. Garden­ 
ers intending to plant imme­ 
diately should have the cans 
clipped at the nursery. Once 
a containers has been slit 
the plan must be set out im­ 
mediately or the plant’s roots 
will dry out. 
The home gardener plant­ 
ing from a gallon or five gal­ 


lon container should lift the 
plant out of the can and 
gently loosen the root system 
from the firmly packed soil 
prior to placing it in the 
planting hole. The hole pre­ 
pared 
for the 
new 
plant 
should be just deep enough 
to keep the soil level the same 
as the previous level in the 
container. 
After the hole is filled in 
with a suitable soil prepara­ 
tion a watering basin should 
be dug around the plant. This 
should be filled twice the first 
day. After that the plant may 
be treated the same as any 
other garden plant. 
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L O A F IN G O N THE LEVEL - N o need to a p o l­ 
ogize for those hours spent soakin g up 
the sun. But if your law n leads off from 
the picture w in d o w at just enough of a 


slope to slop lem onade an d slide sunners 
fence w ards, you really need a sun porch 
(or call it a deck, if you'd rather). This one 
is easy to build an d care for.

E v e n 
an 
atom-powered 
space age will be hard put to 
dest roy many * old-fashioned 
modes of living—-like loafing 
on the veranda, for instance. 
It would seem, in fact, that 
the terrific clip of modern 
city life has begotten an ever- 
increasing desire for lazy- 
paced home life and for a 
house designed to cater to 
casual, comfortable living. 
House plans which call for 
specific loafing areas are on 
the increase, and hardly -a 
home is built these days with­ 
out outdoor lounging space 
included in the plan. 


m a n y h o u s e h o l d e r s 
feel that a sun porch fills the 
bill most easily as their out­ 
door living spot. A porch 
built off the living room or 
family room is so convenient 
that members of the family 
will just naturally congregate 


there for sunning, casual en­ 
tertaining, and pick-up meals. 
These porches, 
big and 
small, are easily built and can 
be added on tb present homes. 
Sloping lots and rough, un­ 
even ground pose no problem 
because the porch is raised to 
the level of the interior floor 
so that it is actually an ex­ 
tension of the house interior. 
Tough, durable wood like 
Douglas fir are used for their 
construction. S t u r d y 4x4 
timbers, set on concrete piers 
to avoid contact with the 
ground, support the porch 
framing of 2x4 or 4x4 fir. 
Deck boards can be surfaced 
2x4, 2x6 or even 2x8s, but 
2x4s have probably proved 
the most popular. 
Decking should be laid so 
that there is a quarter-inch 
spacing between the boards, 
and many homeowners have 
found that, when using 2x4 


size, unusual depth is gained 
by laying the boards on edge 
with the 2-inch side up. 
Wood decks rate praise for 
many attributes, and not the 
least of these is the fact that 
that the wood will not absorb 
heat, so is always comfortable 
for barefoot youngsters and 
barebacked sun bathers. 
Because 
outdoor 
loafing 
areas are most thoroughly en­ 
joyed when they require little 
upkeep, householders often 
let their porch decks weather 
without benefit of paint or 
stain. The weathering process 
tinges the wood with undupli­ 
cated tones of silvery grey 
which compliment natures 
hues found in lawn, trees, 
and flowers. 
A porch railing is often in 
order as a finishing bit of 
decoration, and this may be 
painted or stained to match 
the siding, thus correlating 
house and sun deck. 


For New Landscape Ideas 
See Your Local Nurseries 


The best way to get new 
gardening ideas is to visit 
your local nursery. There you 
may not only see new plants 
and new landscape layouts, 
but you may obtain the help 
and advice of competent gar­ 
den experts, says the Califor­ 
nia Association of Nursery­ 
men. 


Each year many new varie­ 
ties of old plant favorites and 
several new plant develop­ 
ments are to be seen at local 
nurseries. New varieties may 
have different flower colors, 
shapes 
or 
sizes; 
different 
growing habits (dwarf, trail­ 
ing or tree forms, for ex­ 
ample) or improved resist­ 
ance to sun, shade, pests or 
diseases. 


IF YOU ARE LOOKING for 
new landscape ideas you may 
see sample layouts at some 


nurseries. These layouts illus­ 
trate clever ways of using 
shrubs and trees, using the 
actual specimens. 
Many nurseries are prepar­ 
ed to make complete land­ 
scape plans showing exactly 
which plants to place in dif­ 
ferent exposures around your 
. home. 


The advice of local nursery­ 
men can be invaluable when 
you must select plants for dif­ 
ficult areas such as slopes, 
awkward corners, p l a c e s 
which receive constant sun­ 
light or spots which are in 
perpetual full shade. 
The nurseryman’s knowl­ 
edge of local climatic condi­ 
tions and his experience with 
the hundreds of plants with 
which he deals makes him a 
natural friend for the busy 
home gardener. 
.
